TALENT SHORTAGE 
THERE HAS been much ado abo ut the 
sho rtage o f engineers. This has co me o n the 
heels o f repeated warnings that this co un­ 
try is facing a serio us teaching sho rtage. 
But what has been sufficiently empha ­ 
sized is that there is a gro wing sho rtage o f 
trained men in almo st ev ery field. As the 
natio n co ntinues to ex pand its eco no my by 
pro digio us leaps, the lack o f trained men 
gro ws mo re serio us in ev ery field. 
Kansas State Co llege repo rts that co l­ 
leges o f agriculture are wo rried abo ut re­ 
duced enro llments in the face o f a big de­ 
mand fo r technicians in that field. The New 
Yo rk Times publishes an article o n t h e 
sho rtage o f bank ex aminers. 
The city o f Detro it repo rts it wa s co n­ 
fro nted by so ma ny sho rtages o f skilled 
wo rkers it started training its o wn. During 
the past y ear a third o f the city ’s emplo y es 
participated 
in 
so me kind o f training, 
bricklay ers, machinists, plumbers, electri­ 
cia ns and ev en ho spital bill co llecto rs. 
Giant co rpo ratio ns are so wo rried abo ut 
where their future ex ecutiv es are co ming 
fro m they are pushing ma ss ex ecutiv e 
training pro grams and raiding the grad­ 
uating cla sses o f the univ ersities and co l­ 
leges fo r po tential talent. 
One result is increasing pressure o n 
scho o ls to turn o ut mo re and mo re techni­ 
cia ns and o ther skilled graduates. This is 
bo und to driv e wa ges and salaries higher 
in so me fields, a result already apparent in 
j 
engineering. 
But this is a pro blem facing many areas 
o f the eco no my , no t merely the much-pub­ 
licized field o f engineering. On its so lutio n 
ma y depend America s future. 


EXECUTIVE READING 
ONE OF’ THE stereo ty ped ideas abo ut 
American business is that ex ecutiv es do 
no t do much reading. 
A recent surv ey by the American Man­ 
agement Asso ciatio n pro v ides so me sur­ 
prising facts alo ng this sco re. It indicates 
that the a v era ge co mpany o fficial spends 
fo ur ho urs a day reading. 
Abo ut two ho urs and 4 5 minutes o f this 
is spent o n ’must” reading—repo rts, co r­ 
respo ndence, ma ga zines, newsletters and 
similar matter. Ano ther ho ur and a quar­ 
ter is spent, usually at ho me, in “ o ptio nal 
reading’ o f newspapers, bo o ks and o ther 
“ self-impro v ement” material. 
The asso ciatio n no ted that its surv ey 
sampled mo stly to p ma na gement and mid­ 
dle management o fficials. But it asserted. 
“ On and o ff the jo b, ex ecutiv es are amo ng 
the mo st serio us and persistent readers in 
the U. S. to day . They read, do ggedly , in 
the o ffice, at ho me in the ea sy chair, and 
ev en in bed. They , co mplain, 
it’s true, 
abo ut their reading burdens, but they do 
little to ea se them—ex cept to take co urses 
that equip them to do still mo re reading in 
the same amo unt o f tim e.” 
Interestingly , the surv ey fo und that ex ­ 
ecutiv es read mo re bo o ks than high scho o l 
graduates, co llege graduates, o r ev en psy ­ 
cho lo gists. 
This sho uld be warning to all the J o hn­ 
nies who canno t read to mend their wa y s 
if they want to gro w up to he ex ecutiv es. 


HUMPHREY NOT SPECIFIC 
SECRETARY o f the Treasury Geo rge 
Humphrey , fo rthright as he was in co n­ 
demning high federal go v ernment spend­ 
ing. apparently is hav ing the sa me tro uble 
o ther critics hav e had 
that o f putting his 
finger o n specific items to eliminate. 
In the no w famo us press co nference o n 
the budget in which Humphrey said co n­ 
tinued federal spending at the present high 
lev el might bring o n a depressio n which 
“ wo uld make y o ur hair curl,” he declined 
to name any specific areas where the 
budget might he cut. 
That was understandable in a situatio n 
where lie was making a spur-o f the mo ­ 
ment statement. 
But the magazine U. S. News and Wo rld 
Repo rt went to the tro uble o f interv iewing 
Humphrey at length o n the subject. Here, 
to o , the man who has superv ised all go v ­ 
ernment o utlay s fo r fo ur y ears had the 
sa me difficulty in being specific. He refus­ 
ed to name a single item o f ex penditure 
which he tho ught co uld be cut. 
Humphrey did praise the idea o f spend­ 
ing lo cal mo ney lo cally whenev er po ssible. 
This is disappo inting. F'o r spending will 
new t be cut until specific pro gia ms are 


George E. S o k o lsk y t 
These Days 


The Middle Eastern pro blem do es no t 
settle do wn despite the wishes and desires 
o f President Eisenho wer and Secretary o f 
State J o hn Fo ster Dulles. They apparently 
believ ed that they co uld, by .,charm o f per­ 
so nality , bring an end to a co nflict that 
has an histo rical basis and must beco me j 
mo re tense as Egy pt dev elo ps its hegem­ 
o ny o v er African Islamic co untries. 
The Arabs present a co mplex which is 
strange to the Western wo rld. Were Arabia 
j 
o ne natio n, as France is a natio n, it might 
hav e been po ssible to fo rmulate a plan in 
which natio nal respo nsibility co uld he a 
facto r. But there is no such natio n as 
Arabia. 
There are many natio ns in which the Ar­ 
abs fo rm a majo rity o f the 
p e o p l e , in 
which a dialect o f Arabian is spo ken and in 
which the Islamic 
civ ilizatio n 
prev ails. 
The Arabic language, it is estimated, is 1 
spo ken by abo ut 4 5 ,000,000 peo ple and its 
alphabet, in who le o r mo dified, is emplo y ed 
in the Parsian, Afghan. Urdu and so me o f 
the Turkish, 
Berber and Malay an lan­ 
guages. 
Whereas Islam is a civ ilizatio n and the 
Arabic language is used by all Arabs, a 
number o f natio ns hav e ev o lv ed o ut o f this 
peo ple who emerged fro m the desert into 
the fertile lands, and into the Nile Valley 
and the Tigris-Euphrates area o f fertility . 
The natio ns, in mo dern times, w h i c h 
hav e fo rmed o n the Crescent o f Fertility 
and in the desert are Egy pt, Iraq, Saudi 
Arabia, J o rdan. Sy ria, Yemen, Lebano n 
and Israel; in additio n to these there are a 
large number o f sheikhdo ms which are 
similar to Euro pean principalities. 
Neither Lebano n no r Israel o ught to be 
included in this list but are fo r geo graphic 
reaso ns; o n the o ther hand, Sudan, Liby a. 
Algeria, 
Tunisia. 
Mo ro cco and all the 
areas o f No rth Africa and deep into the 
Sahara are ba sically a mix ture o f Arabic 
j 
and all so rts o f different peo ples. 
The Arabs are Semites and it is bey o nd 
do ubt co rrect that abo riginal Arabs and 
abo riginal Hebrews were o f identical o ri­ 
gin. In Genesis, this o rigin is attributed to 
Abraham, who se so ns Isaac and Ishmael 
are the pro genito rs o f these two peo ple. 
The pro bability is that the Baby lo nians, 
Assy rians, 
Chaldaeans, Amo rites, 
Ara­ 
ma ea ns, Pho enicians, Hebrews, Arabs and 
Aby ssinians were o riginally the sa me peo ­ 
ple and liv ed in the sa me area and differ­ 
entiated as they mo v ed o ut into new terri­ 
to ry and intermarried with the nativ es. 
We do kno w fro m the Bible that Abra­ 
ham, who is reco rded as the father o f bo th 
the Hebrews and the Arabs, o riginated in 
Ur o f Chaldees and was pro bably a Chal- 
daean. 
There are sev eral theo ries as to the geo ­ 
graphic o rigin o f this peo ple. It is believ ed 
that they o riginated either in Meso po tamia 
o r the Arabian Peninsula; at any r a t e , 
they are fo und in bo th a reas in v ery early 
times. The desert gets cro wded beca use it 
can sustain life o n any decent lev el fo r so 
few. And when the desert is cro wded a po ­ 
litical ex plo sio n o ccurs resulting in raids, 
wars and co nquest. 
It was such an ex plo sio n which bro ught 
the Semitic and Hamitic peo ples to gether 
and pro duced the Egy ptians; it was a sim­ 
ilar ex plo sio n that dro v e these Semitic no ­ 
mads into Sumer and pro duced the Baby ­ 
lo nians. These two peo ples, the Egy ptians 
and the Baby lo nians, gav e mankind many 
o f the practical fo undatio ns o f o ur culture. 
Similarly , the Pho enicians, the Hebrews 
and the Sy rians were pro ducts o f s u c h 
ma ss ex plo sio ns in an o v erpo pulated des­ 
ert. 
The Hebrews added to human culture 
the co ncept o f a mo no theistic Go d and 
they ga v e to mankind the Fiv e Bo o ks o f 
Mo ses, the Pro phets and the New Testa ­ 
ment, a who lly new so cio lo gy based o n so ­ 
cial justice and a mo rality , lo ng in t h e 
making in bo th Egy pt and Baby lo n. The 
ev o lutio n o f this co ncept 
to o k centuries, 
but its o rigins are traceable. 
It is o ut o f this Arabian desert that small 
wars hav e been o ccurring fo r mo re than 
4 ,01)0 y ea rs, wars o f inv asio n, 
wars 
in­ 
v o lv ing the repeo pling o f large areas, wars 
o f ex pansio n. If we fo llo w the influence o f 
the Arabic language, we find it in the In­ 
dian Ocean as we find it o n the sho re o f 
the Atlantic. 
It is the characteristic o f desert peo ples 
to mo v e to where there is water and fo o d. 
The Semitic sto ck is hardy in mo st o f its 
manifestatio ns and can take hardships in 
its stride. Ev en tho se Hebrews who liv ed 
in Euro pe seem to hav e been able to stand 
mo re strain than mo st o ther peo ples.

TALENT SHORTAGE 
THERE HAS been much ado about the 
shortage of engineers. This has come on the 
heels of repeated warnings that this coun­ 
try is facing a serious teaching shortage. 
But what has been sufficiently empha­ 
sized is that there is a growing shortage of 
trained men in almost every field. As the 
nation continues to expand its economy by 
prodigious leaps, the lack of trained men 
grows more serious in every field. 
Kansas State College reports that cc 
leges of agriculture are worried about re­ 
duced enrollments in the fac e of a big de­ 
mand for technicians in that field. The New 
York Times publishes an article on t h e 
shortage of bank examiners. 
The city of Detroit reports it was con­ 
fronted by so many shortages of skilled 
workers it started training its own. During 
the past year a third of the city’s employes 
participated 
in

bricklayers, machinists, plumbers, electri-
